Monroe. They report through : their chair-, 
man/ Dr. jLapbajp', tliat the* xnon'thly and', 
quarterly visits have .been made, according; to! 
law; erery patient has becn,3ten and all cases 
which seemed to require it have been inves- 
tigated {the entire hospital buildings have 
been examined, and th^ general treaLrneut'or 
patients aud oianjigemeDtiOt the institution 
made matters of inquirjk.aniL thorough in^es- 
Ligatioii. Iu these.'visits, tho pa^t year, the) 
Trustees have found the hospital hi .good 
conditloD, the officers anfd attendantfi faithful 
in the discharge of their duties,. and the pa- 
tients as comfortable a& could reasonably be 
expected.

The hospital continues crowded. It was 


builljtfor the accommodation of 350, but 'lur- 
ing the year the number has reacted 400 aud 
upwards, showing that the prejudice against 
buspital treatment js; passio'g away, Th^s 
crowded condition can be relieved by.enlarg- 
ing the accommodations on the present hoe-1 
pital farm, or! by establishing a.new! institu4 
tion, in some other section of the .State*, but1 
to build in the Vicinity, of the present one,' 
would b£ by far the most Economical. The' 
fiinrt is large enough aiid tiie outbuildings!* 
sufficient for tbe use of an j Institution twice 
the sj^e of the present! one.
